HONORS FOR HIGHBORN. 


Tbe Rear Admiral to Head Three Na- 


val Bureaus. 


Retr Admiral Philip Hichborn is to 


be made one of t'.e most important fac- 
tors io tbe future greattr navy of tbe 
Halted States. Be is to become the 
head of a bureau which will have ex- 
o'usive control of construction and re- 
pur, equipping, and engineering. A 
bill to this effect will be sent to Con 
gress at an early diy by Secretary Long. 


This bill will, practically, abolish the 


bureaus of steam engineering and equip 
ment as independent bureaus , and will 
give over their control to Admiral Hich 
born, who is now chief of construction 
itnd repair. The present heads of tbe 
bureaus of equipment and engineering 
will either go back to tlio line or will 
have other duty till their retirement oo 
curs. 


This resolution of the secretary of the 


navy will put an end to the disagree- 
ments among chiefs, the only effect of 
which has bean deluy and a lack of co- 
herence in the construction of some of 
the vessels of the navy. Admiral Hich- 
born is regarded as the foremost naval 
constructor in tbe United States; he has 
been the vital force in the plans for new 
ships aud modification of old types, 
and has also been a factor in the sug- 
gestion of the three armored cruisers 
In ely asked for by Secretary Long anc 
which ships arc to be the most powerfu 
cruibcra in the woilil. 


The bill for the consolidation of the 


bureau will undoubtedly be fought 
vigorously by tlie old line clement, but 
it is equally without doubt, considering 
t e leconji.iendutiou of Secretary Lorg, 
iLat Uiu b.ll will go ttirough.

dividuals every year. In two days this 
year ?3,175,000 in gold coin came 
through the New York Postofflce for 
local banks. Most of the gold to New 
York was from the west. 


Gold is sent through the mail la. 


strong canvas bags, such as usad in 
the Treasury and bank vaults, secure- 
ly fastened and sealed. The bags con- 
tain from $1,000 to $30,000 each in $5, 
$10 and $20 pieces. The bags are reg- 
istered, and the amount of gold con- 
tained in each package is marked on 
the registry receipt. Unless the bags 
have been broken open in transit, or 
their contents appear to have been 


i tampered with, they are checked off 
when they aro received at the post- 
office without being counted. But once 
in a while 'a mail bag comes into the 
postofflce with loose coins rattling in 
it that have escaped from one of the 
money bags. In that case the gold Is 


i counted to make sure that none of it 
is missing. 


The treasure comes in with the or- 


dinary mail matter, and is dumped un- 
ceremoniously into the mail wagons at 
the railroad stations. 
No outsider 


would suspect anything extraordinary 
in the diameter of the mail. But, 
oven if he did know the contents of 
the bags, he would have a hard time 
In getting away with any of them, for 
the wagons have armed guards in 
plain clothes inside. 
| 
When the mail containing the gold 


j baps arrive at the postofflce tho mail 
ponchos containing the registered mat- 
ter aro carried directly to the registry 
department 
The bank tu which tho 


gold is assigned each has a coiiilden- 
Ual clerk at tho poatofilce ready TO re- 
ceive it and carry it to their vaults. 
Those clerks aro also accompanied by 
armed guards. Tho bank clerks are 
usually personally known to the super- 
intendent of the registry department, 
yet they must present their creden- 
tials on each visit, with duplicates of 
invoice. The mail is piled on a long 
table around which the postofflco and 
bank clerks gather. The bags contain- 
ing the gOid are separated from the 
rest, and the names of the banks to 
which the gold bags are addressed are 
called off. The respective bank clerks 
respond and each bag is checked off 
as it is handed over to them. Here the 
responsibility of the postoffice ends 
and that of the bank begins. Tbe bags 
are carried to the mail street <-ud of 
of the postoffice building If the con- 
signment to any one bank is large it 
has a wagon in waiting there, into 
which the gold is loaded and carried 
to the bank. Sometimes it is carried 
in cabs and sometimes in boxes by 
bank messengers. 


Almost e\ ery bank in New York re- 


ceives gold in this way. 
Most of jt 


comes from tbe west; some of It 
comes from South America and some 
from Europe. 
Tho amount of mail 


shipments of gold IB constantly in- 
creasing. In 1897 $10,000,000 in gold 
came through the New York postofflce. 
Last year the amount was $42,000,000. 
and this year the figures will be much 
larger. The reason for shipping gold 
through the mails is the same as for 
transferring diamonds in this man- 
ner, namely, cheapness and safety.— 
N. Y. Post.

tics on record it is known that skunks 
—the American 
skunk—will begin 


breeding at one year old. They breed 
twice each year, and have litters of 
from five to thirteen, an average of 
eight to a Utter. It is said that skunks 
can live on as little as any known ani- 
mal, so there is little expense in rais- 
ing them. They are of a different dis- 
position to the coon, squirrel and 
many other small animals, in that 
they cannot be tamed, and I do not 
suppose that many people would care 
to have one as a pet. 


"There are two distinct species of 


the American f.kunk—the jet black 
and the black and white striped. The 
pelt of the latter can always be sold 
for $1. The oil from the skunk is 
worth 50 cents an ounce, and is used 
in several cases of croup, colds and 
kidney diseases-,. 
The oil does not 


have the unpleasant aroma of the 
skunk. 


"Now. it lias been figured out that 


a man who understands skunk farm- 
ing can begin on twenty r.kimks—fif- 
teen females and 8ve males—and in a 
few years lie will have a large and 
very healthy bank account. It is easy 
to calculate how rapidly these twenty 
skunks will increase in number. 
If 


you begin operations on the farm in 
the early fall the skunks will breed in 
December. Right from tho jump, esti- 
mating the increa-je at tl.c rate of 
eight to the litter, you have an in- 
crease of 120 skimks. Well, in June 
I hey breed again,- and at the same 
ratio of increase et the expiration of 
one and one-half years you will have 
7.183 
skunks. In lour years, without 


mishap, your skunks will have in- 
creased to 3,780,000. 


"This is a good, big drove of skunks, 


and. if the pelts arc worth $1 each, the 
pelts of 200 males skunks would bring 
in open market $200, and the oil at 
50 cents an ounce would be worth 
$800. Then figuring as wo did on the 
increase of skimks, the pohs of which 
would be worth juc,t as mar/ dollars 
as skunks killed. The amount of oil 
gathered from from this number of 
skimks would amount to 29,600 ounces, 
worth $14.800. At the expiration of 
four years you would have killed 1,- 
SDO.OCO male sknuks, the pelts of 
which would be worth $1,890,000, and 
the oil—15,120,000 ounces—$7,560.000, 
and you would still have 3,700,000 
skunks left to continue business with. 


"These figures are not at all extrav- 


agant, and it will not be long before 
some of out- enterprising citizens will 
be embarking in tlio skunk farming 
business. I do not know of anything 
which will produce money faster than 
this, and tho beauty of it is that it only 
takes a small sum to begin with. It 
discounts raising fivfr-cent cotton or 
any other agricultural pursuit that I 
know of."—N. v Sun.

Novel Rafts. 


Experiments have just been made in 


France wita a novel raft, designed for 
the ase oft soldiers, the inventor of 
which is Captain Habert, of the Fif- 
teenth Chasseurs. Fashioned of can- 
vas and stuffed with straw, reeds, 
rushes or leaves, it is shaped some- 
thing like a boat. When not in use it 
can be rolled up like a cloak and can 
be carried on a saddle or over a roan's 
shoulder.

Tt is almost impossible 
to capsize it Rings are attached to it, 
and with the help of these those who 
are about to embark easily place it 
in proper position on tbe river bank.

STARVING RUSSIANS. 


Tight Death Witli Sleep During th« 


Long Winters. 


From tho dirtricts ol Popow and of 


Pskov cotnw the news that tbe POT« 
crty-strlcken peasants of those blight* 
ed provinces are again alone to begin 
their annual struggle with death bjr 
starvation. 
It is not a new condition 


for those nnfortunatejs to face. For 
years tho crops have been insufficient 
to keep alive the men and women who 
spend their lives in the sowing and 
tbe reaping. Each winter finds many 
victims of starvation, but adds also 
to the experience of these thousands 
v/Iiose one and only object is to solve 
the problem of keeping body and soul 
together. 


Their only solution of the problem 


was found in the example of the low- 
cst orders of animal—hibernation; 
and now when the sun begins to fall 
the peasants seek forgetfulness of 
hunger in the Loska or "winter sleep." 
In the villages and hamlets of those 
districts the men and women and even 
little children are busy digging and 
piling up sreat heaps of poat. The 
little grain left is being giound and 
baked into haul loaves of coarse 
bread, and these loaves are hoarded 
like gold, for they are all that stand 
between the peasants and death be- 
tween now and the spring. 


Around the great oven that stands 


in the center of each poor hut the low 
wooden cots of the family are ar- 
ranged. The fires are started. There 
is almost no ventilation In the huts, 
and that is part of the campaign 
against death. The members of the 
family will go down to the winter's
